PERSONAL AND POLETICAL. 

THE remains of Captain Schoonmaker 
of the -Vandalia, who was drowned iat 
Samoa during the hurricane last March, 
have been disinterred abd will’ be 
brought to America onthe Monongahela.

On the 28th General Samuel G. Sturgis, 
U.S. A., died at his home in St. Paul, 
Minn. He graduated from West Point in 
1846, alopg with George B. McClellan, 
Stonewall Jackson, Stoneman, Pickett 
and many famous soldiers. He was en- 
gaged in some of the most important 
battles of the war of the rebelion, and 
fought Indians in the Northwest for forty 
years, retiring from active command 
| three years ago.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES, 

An explosion vecurred, on tne 26th, in 
Laflin & Rand’s powder-mill, at Cres- 
sona, Pa. William Scropp, Sam Stotaf 
and Heury Reed were instantly killed, 
and a number of other workmen were se- 
riously injured. 

On the 28th an explosion occurred in a 
coal mine at Homberg-on-the-Rhine, 
R henish Prussia, killing ten persons and 
injuring several others, some of them 
fatally. 

On the 29th Frank Duffy, a justice of the 
peace at Jay Gould, Mont., was fatally 
stabbed by John Glendenning in a quar- 


| rel growing out of an old grudge. Duffy 
was the aggressor, and Glendenning 


claims he acted in self-defense. 

On the 27th, by the capsizing of a row- 
boat in South Watuppa pond, near Fall 
River, Mass., Louis Dubois, aged fifty- 
three years; Nathale Dubois, his niece, 
aged thirty-eight years; Mrs. Geo. Mich- 
aud, her daughter, Leah Michaud, aged 
seven, and Rosanna Levitere, aged eight, 
were drowned. Mary Michaud was res- 
cued. 

On the night of the 27th the first section 
of the St. Louis express on the New York 
| Central railroad broke down when near 
Palatine Bridge, N. Y., and the sec- 
ond section plunged into it with terrific 
force, wrecking several crowded cars 
and killing a large number of passcn- 
gers. 

Harry Fuiyyy, of Pittsburgh, Pa., who 
embezzled over $35 000 from the Marine 
National Bank of that city, was sentenced 
to five years in the Western Pennsylvania 
penitentiary and to pay the cost of the 
prosecution. 

On the 28th chemicals exploded in the 
artillery laboratory at Spandau, Ger- 
many, wrecking a partof the building. 
No one was killed, but twenty-two women 
and ten men were more or less seriously 
hurt. 

Joun Frieze shot and killed his be- 
trothed, Miss Georgie Stone, at Ballti- 
more, Md., on the 29th, for walking with 
another young man. 

On the 30ih two unknown men were 
struck by atrain on the Puiladelphia & 
Wilmington railroad at Wilmington, Del., 
and instantly killed. = 

At Allentown. Pa., on the 30th, Matthias 
Gruber was shot at target practice by 
Achilles Becker, and died the same day. 
The coroner’s jury exonerated Becker, 
Gruber was a member of Company B, 
Fourth regiment. 

At Waterloo, Ia, Sher'ff Hoxie was 
shot in the head, on the 380th, by one rf 
three horse-t:ieves who were confined in 
the county jail at that place awaiting 
trial. The sheriff had just entered ths 
jailto give the prisoners their supper, 
when one of them fired the shot. that 
| wounded him, Ali of the men escaped. 
{ Ow the 3Jth Pat Calhoun, J. D. William- 
son, Henry Jackson and Jobn King, prin- 
cipals and seconds in the recent Calhoun- 
Williamson duel in Alabama, were 
each placed under 3500 bonds to appear 
in court December i. 








On the 3)th two express trains running 
in opposite directions between Naples 
and Foggia, Italy, came into collision 
while running at a high rate of speed 
through a tunnel, Twenty carriages were 
wrecked and fifty persons killed or in- 
jured, 

Ar Titusville, Fla., W.H. Adams died, 
on the 80th, from the bite of a rattle- 
snake, in spite of prompt medical aid 
and the imbibing of large quautities of 
whisky. 

JupGe Ney, of Waterloo, Ia.,.in in- 
posing sentence upon M. FE. Billings, con- 
victed of manslaughter in the first de- 
gree, remarked that had he been a juror 
he would have voted for acquittal. He 
then pronounced upon the prisoner the 
full limit of the law. Billings was con- 
victed of the murder of County Attor- 
ney Kinsley at Waverly, Ia., in Decem- 
ber, 1887, 





MISCELLANEOUS. 

THE Riffians have delivered to the 
Spanish representatives the men capt- 
ured from a Spanish vessel, This is sup- 
posed to end the trouble between Spain 
and Morocco. 

LATE advices state that besides the 
Adams and Monongahela the only war 
vessel at Samoa is the German corvette 
Sophie. 

Ir is said that the New York syndicato 
of the Brotherhood of Base Ball Players 
have leased of Mr. James J. Coogan two 
blocks of ground lying between One 
Hundred and Fifty-seventh and One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-ninth streets, and Eighth 
and Ninth avenues, for a term of ten 
years at an annual rental of $24,000. 

SEVERAL weeks ago the store-ship Mo- 
nongahela arrived at Apia from Pago 
Pago and loaded all the guns and stores 
saved from the wrecked ships Trenton 
and Vandalia. 

A NUMBER Of the miners employed in 
the collieries at Mons, Belgium, have gone 
out on strike. 

On the 30th the stringency in the money 
market in New York City was marked, 
and at one time call loans ‘were made at 
the rate of thirty per cent. per annum. 
In fact all day the ruling rate was ten 
per cent.; and the demand grew more 
urgent in the last few minutes, when the 
highest rate was recorded. At the close 
the stingency continued, and the lowest 
offer was at fifteen per cent. 

On the 30th the cotton corner in the 
English market completely collapsed. 
The month went at 622-21d for Sep- 
tember options—thirty points uuder the 
highest price for the month. 

On the 30th the British stearaer Recta 
arrived at Baltimore, Md., in ballast from 
St. Lucia, West Indies, to load for Lon- 
don, and was quarantined with eight of 
her crew suffering from chagres fever. 

Ir is announced that Texus fever has 
broken out in Erie, Pa., twenty milch 
cows dying in two days. The disease 
was carried East bya drove of Texas 
steers shipped by Armour & Co, 

On the 30th the Douglas Axe Works at 
East Douglas, Mass., resumed operations 
to run outthe stock on hand, and will 
probably run three months. 

On the 30th a party of 108 ladies and 
gentlemen lett Boston bound for Sioux 
City, Ia., at the invitation of the Board of 
Trade of that city to attend the Corn Fes- 
tival. The party is madeup mostly of 
business and newspaper men and capital- 
ists from all parts of New England and 
members of their families.

FLACK’S FIX, 


Sheriff Flack of New York County and 
His Co-Conspirators in the Fraudulent 
Divorce Case Indicted by the Granda 
Jury—Supplementary Report of the 
Grand dury Reflecting on Certain OMm- 
cers of the Court Granting the Divorée. 
New York, Oct. 1.—Shortly after noon 
yesterday the grand jury entered the 
Court of Sessions, Part One, and handed 
in indictments: for perjgry and gon- 
spiracy nade ames A. Flack, sheriff; 
William Fae 

Mrs. Raymond and Judgs Monell, 

In addition to handing in indictments 
ayainst the Flack conspirators, the grand 
jury presented a supplementary report, 
which says: 

This alleged action for divorce from the first 

step to the final decree was characterized not 
only by gross irregularities, but by fraud, de- 
ceit and collusion. Thatsuch an action could 
be so conducted, facilitated and concluded in 
one of our highest courts of record is a matter 
of grave public concern, and it behooves the 
judges and officers of our courts and all officials 
charged with the administration of: our laws to 
see to it that like practices do not prevailin 
other cases. 
We call the attention of the Legislature and 
the courts to the fact that, while consent, 
connivance or collusion as to the commission 
of adultery is expressly prohibited, yet an uc- 
tion of divorce may be instituted and main- 
tained by consent and collusion of the parties 
hereto. We consider that the practice of ap- 
pointing referees in divorce cases is most per- 
nicious, and is conducive to the very dangers 
and abuses which the Flack case has exposed. 
We cull the attention of the judges of the 
Court of Common Pleas to the system of en- 
tering the minutes aud the filing of papers ob- 
served in the office of the clerk of that court. 

We also call the attention of the General 
Term of the Supreme Court to the unprofes- 
sional conduct in this case of two of the officers 
of this court—Ambrose Monell and Joseph 
Meeks. It is obvious that the decree of divorce 
could not have been obtained without the sanc- 
tion of Judge Bookstaver. That sanction was 
obtained, partly by deceit and imposture, and 
purtly by either judicial negligence or judicial 
collusion; we have not determined which. 
We do not impute to Judge Bookstaver corrupt 
action in the sense of protit or gain—such ac- 
tions alone are not the only means by which 
the bench may be degraded and judicial use- 
fulness impaired, Neglect, remissness and 
complaisance to friends are liable to produce 
like results. We are of the opinion that 
among other things the crime of conspiracy has 
been committed. The conspirators, from 
their position in life, their knowledge and ex- 
perience, have been enabled to so shroud their 
actions that an understanding and discovery 
were made exceedingly difficult. 

Bench warrauts were issued for the 
sheriff and the others indicted with him, 
and all will appear in court to-day ex- 
cept Civil Justice Monell, who is too ill 
to leave his bed, and who will furnish 
bail for his subsequent appearance.

NATALIE’S TRIUMPH.' 


The Enthuslastic Welcome of the Popue 
lace of Belgrade to Ex-Queen Natalie 
Moved the Royal Lady to Tears—The 
Infant King Alexander Said to be Jeal- 
ous of His Mother's Popularity—Must 
Ask Pa. 

Lonpon, Oct. 1.—The enthusiastic wel- 
come given to ex-Queen Natalie by the 
populace of Belgrade astonished, if it 
did not dismay, the government officials, 
who sought to accentuate their displeas- 
ure at the persistence of the royal lady 
in disregarding their wishes respecting 
her visit to her son. The extent of the 
demonstration was so great as to render 
the lack of courtesy on the part of the 
officials of the government unnoticeable 
and to move the ex-Queen to tears. The 
houses along the principal streets, as well 
as the residences of the nobility and in- 
habitants of the better class, were pro- 
fusely and beautifully decorated, and in 
all respects the reception surpassed any 
thing of the kind that has ever been seen 
at the Servian capital. 

The most notable exception to the rule 
of decoration of private residences was 
that of Madame Christich, wife of the 
late Servian Minister to Germany, and 
mistress of ex-King Milan. This omis- 
sion can be regarded by Natalie in no 
other light than as complimentary, since 
itis a matter of Servian court notoriety 
that the ex-Queen took occasion to so 
publicly evince her detestation of Ma- 
dame Christich and her appreciation of 
the King’s lack of decency in bringing 
his mistress into the presence of his 
wife that both were overwhelmed with 
confusion. 

tis stated in official circles in Bel- 
grade that the young King, Alexander, 
has become excessively jealous of his 
mother’s popularity, but the courtesy 
shown to her by the Russian Minister and 
others not over-friendly to the present 
governing power of Servia, will prob- 
ably deter the boy’s advisers from coun- 
seling him to resent the demonstration 
or to treat his mother with any marked 
lack of filial attention. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 1.—It is announced 
that King Alexander has refused to call 
upon his mother, ex-Queen Natalie, until 
he receives permission to do so from his 
father, ex-King Milan. 








SOUTHERN PROSPERITY. 


Flattering Advances in the Value of Prop 
erty in Tennessee—Increasea Revenues. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 30.—The 

Times this morning publishes reports 

from 75 of the 96 counties comprisiug the 

State of Tennessee, showing an increase 

of the value of real estate and personal 

property of $26,000,000 over the assessment 
of 1888, and an increase of $100,000,000 over 
the assessment of 1835. The increase 
of $10),000,09) taxables in three years is 
unprecedented in the history of any State 
inthe Union. The reports show the total 
value of taxables for 1889, including $2,- 
290,303 railroad properties, aggregates 
$356 456,761. The revenue of the State will 
also be increased this year by the collec- 
tion of $125,0% account of back taxes from 
corporations that have been heretofore 
inadequately assessed. The State debt 
of Tennessee now aggregates $16,339,000, 

9-25 per cent. of the taxable property of 

the State, The State Comptroler writes 

to the Times that the increased revenue 
will enable the State to pay its entire 
foating debt within fifteen months. 

The Times, commenting on the figures, 
says: “Tennessee has for some time 
past been in financial disrepute ; but 
there is no reason why it should not take 

a foremost reputable stand, and it will 

speedily do so if the authorities at Nash- 

ville will handle its finances in a prudent,

The Cotton Crop. 

In Central Alabama the farmers re- 
port the damage done to the cotton crop 
by rain very small. Cotton has opened 
very rapidly, and, owing to the further 
fact that labor is very scarce, the harvest 
is late and the fields are white with open 
cotton. 





The Question of Tare. 

At a meeting of the Memphis (Tenn.) 
Cotton Exchange the resolutions adopted 
by tne New Orleans convention, fixing a 
tare of twenty-four pounds and sixteen 
pounds on bales covered with jute and 
cotton bagging, respectively, were unan- 
imously rejected. It was recommended 
that the factors in the Memphis market 
tier in warehouses all cotton-covered 
bales separately from jute-covered bales, 
and that it be sold upon its merits sepa- 
rate and apart therefrom. 





The Jute Bagging War. 

Large quantities of cotton are being 
marketed at Greenville, Ala., fully two, 
thirds of which is covered with cotton 
bagging. The war against the Jute Trust 
is so bitter there that farmers will pay 
almost any price for cotton bagging, and 
will withhold their crop from market 
until they can get it rather than use the 
jute. Farmers’ alliances throughout that 
section of tLe cotton belt are boycotting 
merchants who can notfurnish them with 
cotton ba gging. 





| A Novel Damage Suit. 

A suit was filed in the Circuit Court at 
Birmingham, Ala., recently against the 
county for $35,000 damages by Thomas 
F. Jones, administrator of Will Myrick. 
Myrick was convicted in the Criminal 
Court of Jefferson County of carrying a 
concealed weapon and worked out his 
fine and costs. While so employed he 
was instantly killed by the explosion of 
a dynamite cartridge. The allegation 1s 
that the explosion which killed Myrick 
was caused by carelessness of a fellow 
convict while tapping a blast. 





Those Georgia Duelists. 

Governor Gordon of Georgia was re- 
cently waited upon by an officer from 
Alabama, who bore a warrant from Gov- 
ernor Seay of that State for the arrest 
of Pat Calhoun and J. D. Williamson, to- 
gether with their seconds, who were en- 
gaged in the recent duel in Cherokee 
County, Ala. Governor Gordon at once 
honored the requisition, and the whole 
dueling party was arrested. They agreed 
to meet in Montgomery, where proper 
legal steps were to be inaugurated for 
their defense.

The reading public is beginning to 
grow tired ofthe great amount of 
rubbish and illtempered, unwise non- 
sense appearing in the columns of 
newspapers on the race issue and the 
‘Negro problem.” Matured thoughts 
on grave mattersef public concern 
are always welcomed when directed 
by the right motives—the welfare of 
all concerned. But the thoughtless 
and wild vaporings of irresponsible 
and unknown scribblers not only dis- 
gust but cause trouble. 

Of the papers coming to our ex» 
change table which treat on this sub- 
ject from time to time we are glad to 
note the Sheffield Daily Enterprise 
as exceptionally wise and discreet. 
Underlying is a pure motive, which 
the reader can not fail to feel. 

We quote entire its Editorial of 
Oct, 2, on this question, not as an 
approval or disapproval of its views, 
but to commend its evident fairness 
ef intent and good spirit, which con- 
temporaries might well emulate. If 
they do the Enterprise will have be- 
stowed a public blessing by its lesson, 
for the peace and welfare of the 
country is involved in this issue. 

The editorirl is as follows: 

‘The race question in the South is 
certainly a great one. Every man, 
woman and child in the South is cer- 
tainly interested in it. We feel a 
very deep interest in,a very deep 
concern about it, and have looked 
with longing, hopeful eyes, for some 
suggestion, that would clear away, 
somewhat at least, tbe inpenetrable 
darkness in which it is enveloped.

other land. Buta small acquain 
tance with the negro character, will 
eonvince any one ofthis. The gov- 
ernment could force him, but will 
the government do it? orhas the 
governmenta right to do it? We 
fail to realize it the best because the 
negro isa useful factor in the devel- 
opment ofthe country, and thous- 
ands ofour people, would deem the 
exodus of the negro a great curse to 
the country. His sudden removal, 
to say nothing of the negro himself— 
and we owe it to ourselves as a 
Christian nation to take him into 
account—would put this Southern 
ceuntry back a hundred years. It 
would doubtless be bestin the end 
for the white man, but it would he 
matter of impossibility to induce the 
men of this generation to destroy 
every interest they have for the bene 
fit of future generations. Opposit-

FOR HIS EDUCATION BILL. 





Senator Blair Address Afro 
Americans Of Boston. 








(From Detroit Plaindealer. ) 

Uuited States Senator Henry W. 
Blair of New Hampshire ad ‘ressed 
the Afro-Americans of Boston at the 
First African church on Charles 
street Wednesday evening, Sept. 18. 
E. E. Walker of Charlestown _ presi- 
ded. Mr. Blair's subject was the 
Blair educational bill. The church 
was entirely fill dandcach j erson on 
entering was given a cirolar appeal, 
‘“‘To the Colored Voters of Massa- 
chusetts” in the interest of Lieuten-~- 
ant-Governor, John Q. A. Brackett 
for Governor. Senator B'air said: 

The white race had a_ thousand 
yeare’ start in the process of devel- 
opment and civilization. When the 
war demolished the constitution of 
the Southern States, it did not in 
itself give the c-lored men freedom, 
because it did not remove ,the differ- 
ence between them and the white 
people. Individual development 
must make men free. On the statue 
book the colored, man is free today, 
but why does he not vote Simply 


because he has not yet felt the trans. 
forming power of e ducation. It is 
quite true that the colored man is 


deprived of his rights at the South, 


and the Uuited States government 
powerless to right his wrongs. But 


the government isin the control of 
one means of righting these wrongs’ 


and that is by educating the peo- 
ple of the South. For this purpose 
itought to appropriate money from 
the National treasury. 

The colored people of the South 
cannot vote, but in Massachusetta, 
New York, Ohio and Pemnsylvania 
thev hold the balance of power, and 
are in a position to demand their 
rights. Here in Massachusetts you 
areina position to demand in your 
party platform a plank demanding 
national aid for the cause of educat~ 
ion. If the ballot of the colored peo 
ple in Massachusetts, New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio were cast 
with reference to such education, it 
would be tound as effective as the 
bayonet at Appomattox. 

Senator Biair here explained the 
provisions of his bill fur National 
education, guing through it section by 
section at some length. 

Continuing, he asked if the ne- 
cessity existed for the National gov- 
ernment to provide for the educat- 
ion of its citizens. He answered that 
it did when the state failed to pro- 
vide for the education of the chil- 
dren. Had Garfield lived said Mr. 
Blair, this bill would have become a 
law before now. God willing, it 
shall still go on the statute books at 
some early day. I feel justified in 
claiming that the constitutionality of 
the bill is without question. Sena. 
tors Hoar and Cullom and many 
other eminent statesmen are agreed 
upon that point. 

It is probable that the situation in 
some parts of the South is improving 
butit is doubtful if that is true as re- 
gards the whole section, Illiteracy 
is on the increase, even in the North. 
ern states. Dr. William T. Harris, 
who has been cited as saying that the 
situation in the South is improving, 
isin favor of this bill. Those who 
oppose it Want to thrust a poisoned 
dagger into our school system itself. 
The New York Herald, which once 
favored this bill, has evidently seen 


agreat light and now opposes it. 
What that light was God only knows, 
if itisa’kind of light with which, 
He hag anything to do. 

Iam for the public schools. We 
have a surplue, and that surplus is 
enough todo this work. If the chi'- 
dren are not educated, we shall soon 
have neither country nor surplus, 
This is a greater econemic question 
than even the tariff, and of as much 
importance to the North as to the 
South 

At the conclusion of his speech 
Mr. Blair was given three cheers by 
the audience at the suggestion of the 
chairman, and the meeting adjourn- 


ed.

CAPT. PLEDGER'S CALL 


Georg ans R quested To Conv-ne 
For Delibera: ion. 

The Wrongs of the Race Must 
Be Redressed- The Case 
Presented— What to Ask 
of Congress, 





Captain William Pledger, issues 
his call, as Chairman of the Colored 
NationalExecutiveCommittee, which 
was created in 18°6. ledger begins 
by thanking God that the Negro holds 
the balance of power in Indiana, Il 
linois, Ohio, New York and Connec 
ticut, and suggests that the colored 
people ‘‘too often draw upon God for 
what he has already given them, viz., 
strength to do for themselves.”’ 

Pledger suggests that they rely less 
on an any particular party, but stand 
independent. After a review of the 
relation of the races, Pledger goes on 
to say: 

“There are now a million of Ne- 
groes in Georg a, and you areja power 
for good or bad. Let that power be 
for good. While fools parade the 
streets because they have lost gov- 
ernment jobs, and insult the chief of 
Nation by vile conduct, murder Ne- 
groes because Cleveland was defeat- 
ed for President, as hus been the case 
in Egbert. Ogelthorpe, Fulton, 
Lewndes Wikes and other counties 
in this state, and whip innocent Ne- 
groes, asin the suburbs of this great 
city of the Empire State, with the 
police observing closed carriages gon 
ing from the city for no other possi- 


ble reason than that of aiding and 
abetting inthe work of whipping, 
and drivi ig teachers from their places 
of work because they are teaching 
the Negro children, and burn the the 
houses and churches of our people 
throughout the state and drive them 
from their farms after preparing crops 
for the harvest without giving them 
a dollar, beat unmercifully our min- 
isters of the gospel; yet, fellow citi- 
zens, if you do not on the syur of the 
moment defend your homes and fam- 
ilies against the immediate trespass 
of these violators of law, wait on the 
sober judgment of the authorities that 
be and the sentiment that you shall 
create by an intelligent discussion of 
these matters in convention assem- 
bled,” 

“The Negro problem is upon the 
nation and like Banquo’s ghost, will

FOUL MURDER AT A MAR- 
RIAGE. 





The Bridegroom, the Bride and the 
Minister Murdered Without 
Warnihg. 

Cuicaaco, October 4.—A dispatch from 
Jamboree, Pike county, Ky., via Paw-~ 
paw, W. Va.. says; The old Hatfield 
McCoy feud has broken out again and at 
least three more lives have been sacri- 
ficed in the bloody vendetta which has 
now lasted over seven years.

SOCIAL PROMOTERS. Ju 





A Useful Class Who Introduce the Newly 
Rich Into Soctety: 

It is repprted that. the Queen of Eng- 
land, who looks rathertareftitty about 
the etiquette of her court, has been 
graciously pleased to express her dis- 
pleasure at the conduct of certain im- 
pecunious personages of quality who 
have made a practice of secretly turn- 
ing an honest penny by standing spon- 
sor at court for those ambitious per- 
s0ns who wished to be presented at 
the drawing rooms, but .had not a con- 
nection: which made ‘it possible; with- 
outpurehasing the favor.” Her Majesty 
Qneen Victoria is a woman, and her 
sex is traditionally known to be more 
less capricious and illogical; so that 
it is not to be wondered at that in this 
matter she seems not to have consid- 
ered the question in all its bearings 
and to have been somewhat unjust to 
those unfortunate ladies who have 
been foreed by a lack of funds into a 
line of procedure for which tkey evi- 
cently had no taste, but which they 
doubtless regarded as perfectly legiti- 
mate. They pérceived what évery 
body knows, that social favors are 
purely aconventional matter, and they 
were right in assuming that if it 
chanced to be the case that a given 
lady had no friend to whom she wishes 
to © apply for the favor in question, it by 

o means followed that she was not 
el ntitl ed tothe honor of having a chance 
to kotou to her sovereign. What they 
re aes did was to establish a new and 
n industry, and one which in 
some form or other, recognized or un- 
recognized, is a necessity of every so- 
cial system. They made themselves 
social promoters. 

The social promoter is the means by 
which new blood is introduced into cir- 
cles necessarily exclusive and hard of 
access. It is to the offices of this use 
ful class that the newly rich who make 

» the bulk of modern fashionable so- 
ciety in all lands, unless it be among 
the savage tribes with whose social 
customs we are not fully familiar, ob- 
tain admission to the charmed ranks of 
theseclect! Sometimes it is a simple 
business transaction wherein a certain 
sum of money is frankly given and re- 
ceived, and sometimes the compensa- 
tion is in some other form; but in any 
case the principle is the same.  So- 
ciety is not wronged, because in any 
case society has the veto power, and if 
it is not satisfied with the candidate 
presented for admission to its ranks, it 
is in no way bound to admit him or her. 
jn the ease of the Queen’s drawing- 
rooms there are officials whose especial 
duty itis to pass upon the claims of all 
whose names are Submitted to them, 
and it is popularly understood that her 
Majesty herself gives a personal scru- 
tiny to the list before it is adopted. 
Since she hasthe chance of rejecting 
anybody on the merits of the case it 
seems unreasonable to insist that the 
motive of the sponsor shall have been 
pure friendship; and it would be equal- 
ly absurd for society to insist that the 
»eople who claim its consideration and 
avor shall be in the hands of their 
rionds simply. 

Surely society should be now ina 
position sufficiently advanced to look at 
this matter reasonably. A social pro- 
moter would for his own sake, if prop- 
erly recognized, be careful whom he 
took up, and his judgment would in 
the end be far more reliable than that 
of any friend, no matter how disinter- 
ested and how high in the social scale. 
We hear much about introducing busi- 
principles into everything else, 
and why not into this? Why not have 
some system in the management of the 
tone hundred as well as in the conduct- 
ing of the trivial affairs of life? Let it 
be understood that there are properly 
appointed persons to whomare to be sub- 
mitted the claims of all candidates for 
social consideration, and the whole 
thing, instead of being involved in its 
present painful confusion, becomes at 
onee beautifully simple, and works 
like the wheels of aclock. Nobody is 
hurt or wronged, and nobody will then 
be kept out of the place which heis en- 
titled to occupy for want of means o! 
presenting his claims, The thing once 
properly tried would enrapture all so- 
cial. leaders, and’ go so far to bring 
about a social millennium that the gen- 
eral mellennium would not be likely to 
tarry long behind. —Boston Courier. 
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—In a flower yard of Lexington, Ga, 
is growing a pretty euonymus bush in 
the shape ofa large arm chair. Its 
shape was only discovered a short 
while ago, and when trimmed and 
trained will be an almost perfect figure. 
Growing in the same yard is a flower ol 
an unknown name that captures hum- 
ming birds.

TAXES AND TYRANNY. 


Representation Denied Women Who Pay 
for a Vote—The Poll Tax and Military 
Duty—Contaminating Effects of Suf- 
frage. . 
The Hartford (Ct.,) Times lately ex- 

pressed the opinion that women have 

no right to complain of taxation with- 
out representation, since their property 

‘is taxed to support the necessary 

measures to protect it’’—police, fire de- 

partment, etc. As the Times truly 
says, the property of a baby is taxed for 
the same purpose. Sois the property 
of a lunatic. In like manner, the estate 
of a baby or a lunatic may properly be 
charged with the cost of his board and 
lodging, without allowing him any 
voice in the matter, because he is not 
intelligent enough to be consulted in re- 
gard to his own affairs. But when the 
baby grows up, or the lunatic recovers 
his sanity, he has a right to choose 
what sort of board and lodging he will 
pay for, and of whom he will engage it. 
It is perfectly right that women who 
are tax-payers, as well as men who are 
tax-payers, should pay for the protec- 
tion their property receives; but they 
have aright to a voice as to what sort 
of protection they will pay for, and who 
shall administer it. City officials are 
elected, among other things, to protect 
the citizens from illicit liquor-selling, 
from disorderly houses and similar nui- 
sances. Sometimes, instead of afford- 
ing the protection they are paid to 
furnish, the city officials and police ap- 
pointed by them connive at these viola- 
tions of law. Women who are tax- 
payers have to contribute money to help 
pay these officials, without having any 
power to turn them out if they fail to 
perform their duties satisfactorily. It 
is just so when it comes to electing 
members of the Legislature, and all 
other public officers. They may refuse 
to spend any part of the tax-money for 
purposes which the women think most 
desirable—such as police matrons. 

They may spend it lavishly for things 

which women think needless and even 

pernicious. But, though women must 
help pay the bills, they have no voice 
whatever in the spending of the money. 

To be compelled to pay taxes, and to be 

allowed no voice asto how the tax- 

money shall be spent or who shall 
spend it—this is the very essence of 
taxation without representation. 

The Times says: ‘‘Men pay a poll 
tax instead of doing military duty.” 
All men over forty-five years are exempt 
from military duty, but they are re- 
quired to pay a poll tax just the same. 
The United States military statistics 
taken at the time of the late war show 
that the majority of doctors, lawyers, 
ministers and editors whowere examin- 
ed were found to be physicially disquali- 
fied for military service, and therefore 
exempt neverless,a poll tax is levied up- 
on all of them, and also upon the halt, 
the lame and the blind. There is no re- 
cognized connection between fhe poll 
tax and military duty. There is some 
connection between the poll tax and 
the suffrage, however, at least in 
Massachusetts, where any man who 
fails to pay his poll tax forfeits his 
vote; and a small poll tax is levied up- 
on women who vote for school commit- 
tee. When women have full suffrage, 
it will be perfectly proper that they 
should pay the same poll tax as men. 

The Times says: ‘‘Most women are 
opposed to the proposition to confer 
suffrage upon their sex.’’ This is put- 
ting it more strongly than facts will 
warrant. Most women are indifferent 
on thesubject. But wherever petitions 
have been sent into the the Legisla- 
ture, both for and against suffrage, the 
petitioners in favor have always out- 
numbered those opposed, at least five 
to one, and often fifty to one. Of the 
women who take any lively interest in 
the question either way, the great ma- 
jority are in favor. Those who are in- 
different on the subject should be count- 
ed as neutrals, not as opposed. For 
the rest,wedonot propose to force 
any woman to vote, butonly to give 
each woman the option of voting or 
not, as she prefers. 

That suffrage ‘‘would drag women 
down ratherthan elevate them,” there

is no reason whatever to believe. ‘The 
very men who draw s0 terrible a pic. 
ture of the results of exercising the 
suffrage, would shoulder their muskets 
and fight the battles of 1776 all over 
again, if any onetried to take their 
own right to vote away from them. A 
little girl found an apple and began to 
eat it. Her bfother rushed up to her, 
with a face of horror and consterna- 
tion, and assured her that the apple 
was green, and that if she ate it she 
would certainly have the cholera and 
die. The child threw down the apple, 
and her brother at once picked it up 
and began to eat it himself. The little 
girl watched him with surprise. 
“Won't the cholera catch you, too?” 
she asked. ‘‘No,” answered the incip. 
ient opponent of woman’s rights, with 
his month full, “it’s only after little 
girls Boys don’t have _ cholera.” 
When good men show an eagerness to 
be deprived of their own right of suf- 
frage, we shall be more ready to be- 
lieve that they have found it contami- 
nating and degrading. 

Suffrage is degrading or elevating 
just according to the spirit in which it 
is exercised. Jo use one’s vote as a 
means of personal aggrandizement, a 
mere selfish scramble for office or for 
“spoils,” is degrading, of course. To 
cast it conscientiously for the best men 
and the best measures is not degrading, 
but elevating. It is not easy to see how 
it could degrade any woman to take an 
intelligent interest in the affairs of her 
country, or to be recognized as worthy 
of having her opinion counted. 

But.it is intimated that there are in 
Connecticut perhaps 50,000 very young 
and very thoughtless women, who 
might fall into unbecoming familiarity 
with men if allowedto vote. To this it 
can only be said that very young women 
would not be entitled to vote, and very 
thoughtless ones do not want to. More- 
over, no serious trouble of this kind has 
arisen where woman suffrage has been 
tried. 

It is no doubt very desirable that 
women should be ‘educators of chil- 
dren and representatives of the purest 
society morals.” But this is not 1in- 
compatib!e with their casting a vote for 
pure morals and for the protection of 
their children from legalized evils. 
Nor is it easy to see how the mother 
deprived of a vote occupies a ‘higher 
and nobler position” than the mother 
who possesses a vote. As a matter of 
fact, a woman's present political posi- 
tion is neither high nor noble.—H. B 
Blackwell, in Woman's Journal 
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Fitted For Suffrage. 





The colleges confer upon their young 
women graduates, degrees of B. A,, 
M. A., and Ph. D. In increasing num- 
bers each year, well educated women 
leave the colleges prepared for good 
service, and all the better for their col- 
loge drill. ‘They are sought as teach: 
ers and professors in other colleges. 
They become physicians, lawyers, min- 
isters, editors, good wives, mothers 
and sisters. They become business 
women, and are everywhere useful 
members of society, above the average 
of less highly educated women. Is it 
not time for the State to consider what 
it looses by excluding such women from 
the right of suffrage?

SowpeErs, who formerly 
conducted a fish and game _ business, 
has been a member of the Louisville, 
(Ky.) board of trade, in her own right, 
and several other women are members 
by virtue of their partnership in busi- 
ness with men. 

Mrs. HELEN M. GouGAR addressed 
an audience of about 2,000 persons re- 
cently in Silver Lake Camp, Johns- 
town, N. Y. Atthe close she tooka 
vote in favor of woman suffrage. Every 
person but one man rose in its support. 
The cause grows apace. 

Miss LItutan A. HONEYWELL, A. M., 
who is twenty-five years old and 
has served as professor of math- 
ematics in Hedden die Knox 
County, Ill, for the past three years, is 
said to be the youngest college pro- 
fessor in America occupying an im- 
portant position.
